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DETAILED ACTION 

This application has been filed with formal drawings which are accepted by the 
examiner. 

Claims 1-4 are presented for examination. 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the limitations of "a second protrudent screw hole on the 
other side" is not clearly described in the specification. Is the tubular screw hole 53 
considered the second protrudent screw hole?. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the specific 
limitations of "said second outer longitudinal bar ... on the other side" in the combination 
as claimed in claim 1 are not anticipated nor made obvious by the prior art of record in 
the examiner's opinion. For example, Greenland'6,276,990 discloses tile saw having an 
outer longitudinal sliding bar 36 supporting a C-shaped supporting arm 16. 
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FIG. 2. 


With reference to Figure 2, Sigetich et al. '4,428, 159 discloses portable, direct drive 
abrasive saw having a saw support 21 at the end of frame 13 adjacent end member 
15b. 

25 \ Further, portable saw 1 01 the present invention in- 
cludes a unitary, direct drive, rotary saw assembly, as 
generally indicated at %9 t fixedly positioned by frame 
13, The frame includes a saw support, as generally indi- 
cated at 21, at the end of the frame accent end member 
30 ISA. Saw support 21 is shown to comprise a pair of 
vertical supports 23 spaced apart from one another and 
at each side of the frame secured (e,g,» welded) to re- 
spective rail members 17a lib and extending vertically 
above the tipper edge of the vertical flange of the rail 
35 members. Horizontal support members 25 extend trans- 
versely of the frame from the upper end of one vertical 
support member 23 to the up per end of a corresponding 
vertical support member on the opposite side of the 
frame. Again, vertical members 23 and horizontal meo> 
40 bers25 are of angle iron construction and the horizontal 
transverse members 25 are oriented so as to have their 
upper flanges in generally horizontal position and verti- 
cal flanges extending downwardly with the horizontal 
upper flanges constituting a generally planar mounting 
.45 surface. 

However, the prior art of record fails to provide or suggest the specific limitations of the 
specific limitations of "said second outer longitudinal bar ... on the other side" in the 
combination as claimed in claim 1 .
